hre, be a Federal Patent therefor, 
free of cost. Sections two, three, four and five, 
provide for details and contingencies. 

Section 6th provides that when there shall be 
20,000 inhabitants in any T:rritory, the Legis- 
lature thereof shall provide by law for the 
election, by the people, of a Governor, Secretary, 
Judges, Attorney-General, Marshal, and all 
other Territorial officers pow appointed by the 
President. The remaining sections of the bill 
relate mainly to the mode of governiog the Ter. 


ritory, and prescribing the duties of the variou, 


officers and their compensation. Section nine 
provides that whenever there is a sufficient 
number of inhabitants in any Territory to form 
a State Government, and they have made 4

He gpoke also off the great iufecoce of the 
Pacific Railroad upon our prosperity, and said 
that the bills now before Congress would very 
likely become laws, and if so that in five years 
he should have a railroad two thirds of the way 
to the Paeitic. 

The lecture abounded in entertaining person- 
al reminiscences made it very lively and 

sprightly with all i sterling good sense, and 
deep philosophy. 

The practical advice to the young men on the 
right use of wealth was one of the most power · 
ful portions of the lecture, because every one 
who heard him felt that he was merely giving 
as it were chapters of his own useful and hon- 
orable life. 

The seathing denunciation, in a few telling 
sentences, of the mean, narrow-mindedness of 
men who made mosey only to hoard it up and 
to look it it, and to boast of it, told with great 
weight upon the audience who knew so well 
and stinginess was no part 
of the speaker’s composition. 

The whole lecture, was without question, ene 
of the most useful and able performances of the 
kind we have ever had in Chi . We must 
have it here again. And it should be delivered 
ina Hall more accessible, and more commodi- 
ous, where all Chicago could go aad take his 
wife and children. Every man in the commu- 
nity who wants to make money ought to hear 
that lecture—every man who has made money 
ought to hear it. Every man’s wife who helps 
him to save or to spend his money ought to hear 
it, Every man’s son, whois growing up to be 
a citizen ought to hear it. 

The whole souled, genial, cheerful, good hu- 
mor of the speaker is about the best medicine 
that Chicago needs bas that it has suffered so 
long from croakers, and grumblers and hard 
times.”
